Russin In the Far East

The Shanghal despatch to the London
Globe that the repalrs of the docks and
shops and the storing of conl at Port Ar-
thur are intrusted to Russian englneers, is
credible, but its assertion that Russinn war
ships ara more numerous than British in
the Paciflc does not seem well foundmd,

Perhnps the impression arises from the
recent nssembling of no fewer than fifteen
Russinn vessels in n Chinese bay, But ac-
cording to the Adnilralty and IHorse Guards
Gazette of us late n date as Sept, 10, the
total of Russian war ships in the Pacific is
24, and severnl of those could not take part
in a serious fight, while Epgland hns in
Chinese wnters 25 vessels, apart from the
Wivern and another permanently stationed
at Hong Kong.

The English squadron Includes the nearly
new Centurion, enrrying Admiral BULLER'S
flag, a fine 10,500-ton armorclad of about
our Indiana's displacement; the Grafton,
7,860 tons; the Immortalitd, Undaunted,
and  Narelssus, nrmored cruisers  of
6,000 tons; and these flve  are  all
good vessels, Another five, the Mercury,
Rauinbow, Spartan, Pigue, and Holus, are
unnrmored ships, but of 3,000 tons or over.
The remaloiog vessels, however, the Alnc-
rity, Archer, Caroline, Daphne, Firebrand,
Pigmy, Plover, Bwift, Livnet, Peacock,
Porpoise, Rattler, Hedbrenst, Redpole, and
Tweed, are mostly smnll guonbopts or vos
sels of that general charneter, one or two of
the larger, Hke the Archer and Porpolse,
belng like our Yorktown type,

But if the sssertion that the Russinns
outnumber the British in the waters of
the far Ewst Is not correct, 1t s cer-
tuin that they lbave some fine and pow-
erful wvessels there: and, above all, it js
clear that the Freneh aud Russians com-
bLined really outoumiber the British, and
that the Germans, who conld not be connted
upon to support the lattor, to say the least,
are also represented there by several afl-
ovient oruisers, Eoglapd coulil reinfores ier
Ching sgnudron from Admiral Diruystosn's
fn the Kast Indies, but the Bonaventure, of
4,860 tons, Is the only vessel of much con-
sequence that could be sent, auwd thoe de-
spateh of more gunboats wonld hinrdly in-
crease the lloe-of-battle strougth. A quicker
und perhinps better reiinforcoment might be
had from Adwmiral Buriper's Australasinn
squndron, where the fagship is the Ovlupdo,
of 6,000 tons, while the Imperleuse, of
8,400 tons, und of muore fghting power,
could also be sent,

But however strong Hussin may be in
Asintio waters, her purposes there, it s snfo
to sdy, will pot be effected by pitting her
fleet nguninst Bugland's, The steiking spee-
tacle of the times I8 the rising Influ-
ence and prestige of Russin both in K-
ropa atd Asin, thrown into contrast with
the dwindling of Euogland on both coutd-
uents.

What Mr, Gladstono Said.

In tho full text of Mr, GLADSTONE'S great
speech, which we printed yesterday, and
which filled more than three and a half col
umns of Tie SUN, two features are certain
to have stirnoted particnlar attention. We
have In mind, first, tho specinl obligation
which, as he showed, rests upon England to
rescue the remnant of the Armeniang from
thelr horrible position, and, sccondly, the
mode of interposition to which he thinks the
British Government shonld have recourss,

Even If the other Europenn powers refuse
to go boyond paper remonstrances agninst
the reiterated butcheries of the Armonians,

ingland I8 not thereby relioved from her
specifle responaibility. The demonstration
of this responsibility formel the backbons
of My, GLADSTONE'S speech. o pointa ont
that forty years ago, by the treaty of Parls,
Turkey gave asolemn promise to introduce
in Armenin, ns ona polnt of her dominlons,
substantial reforms.  ‘The promise was
broken. Twenty-two yoars afterward sho
renewed the pledge by the treaty of Berlin,
This pledge wslso was violated, In 1878,
however, another treaty was nde,
known ns the Anglo-Turkish convention.
Therein England tried to obtain seourity
for the fulfilment of the promise by offer-
ing compensation. England undertook to
defend Turkey in Armenla against unjust
aggression on the part of Ruassia, while Tur-
key in her turn undertook to Introduce into
Armenin reforms, tho nature of which wus
to bo settled by agreement between the
pnarties, Now, the two first of the trenties
above mentioned constituted obligations by
which the other European powers were
bound in conjunction with England and to
precisely the same extent. But the third
treaty, the Anglo-Turkish conventlon, im-
posed o separate and distinet obligation
on the one side upon England and on the
other slde on Turkey. That is the position
in which, so far as the right and the duty to
interpose aro concerned, England deliber-
ately placed herself. **Am I then to be
told,” nsks Mr. GLADSTONE, '‘that the
breach of such n treaty as this has no power
to vest England with a right to requlire, and
peremptorily to require, an application of
reforms nud of all institutions calculated to
maintain them in Armenia §"

The right is undeniable, and the duty to
exercise it is as imperative and sacred as
ever rested upon anation, But how shall
it be exercised ¢ Shall England undertake
to coerce the Sultan in the face of a threat
that the other powers of Europe will meet
such coerclon with war? Mr. GLADSTONE re-
fuses to believe that such a thrent has been
uttered, or that, if uttered, it would be
carried ont, He regards It as  essen-
tially incredibla that any Christinn power
would encourage the Sultan to withhold re-
fornmis which would constitute a barrier be-
tween the Armenians nnd destruction. As-
suming, however, that the worst should
happen and that such o threat should ac-
tually be made, Mr. GLADSTOXE hesitates
not to say that his country ought, even in a
righteous cause, to  plunge into war
against  the rest of Furope, But she
ought at least to attewpt the coercion, to
which she hns o treaty right ; and should she
then be eompelled Ly the shameful opposi-
tion of Europe to suspend hor exemplary
efforts, she will stand alisolved at the bar of
history from any share of responsibllity

for o great crime against bumanity.
Meanwhile thera {1 one step which,
in Mr. GurapsTONE'S opinion, England

ought to take nt onece, and to persist {n,
untll the wrongs of the Armenians are
redressed.  She ought to reeall her Ambas-
sndor from Constautinople and to dismiss
the Turkish Ambassador in London. The
presenced of the Ambassadors of the six
great powers at Constantinople during the
whole series of outrages perpetrated in
Armenia, nod their continued presencs
when to distant massacre was  added
massnere on the spot aud in full view of the
embassies, has had the effect, the unintended
but distinet effect, of eountenancing and
supporting the Sultan In  his atro-
cions acts, In Mr, GLADSTONE'S judgment,
the maintenance of diplomatic relations
with Turkey, which bas not hindered the
slaughter of four thousand Armeninns in
the streets of Constantinople, operates as
an encouragement to the Sultan, beeause it
recognizes him as an ally, ns one still en-
titled to claim every diplomntie courtesy,
aud with whom, a4 the world 1s virtually
told, the Christian powers have no differ-
ences except such as can be erranged by n
few exchanges of courtesy and argoment.

In a word, Mr. GLADBTONE wonld have
Fangland trent the crowned nssassin, AVDUL
Hasymp, as if he were beyond the pale of
diplomatic recognition, an outeast from
civilization, nn enemy of the human race.

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WISCONSIN IS BOLID.

The Popoerats Mave Made No Hendway In
the Nadaer Minte—Its 18 Klpetaral Votes
Will Certnlnly Be for Monest Money.

MiLwaAukEs, Sept. 28, —Wisconsin and Michi-
gan waro for many yeara paris of the same
territory. Lake Michigan, the natural bonnd-
ary botween the two, Ia only Afty miles wide at
most points, and the northern peninsula of
Michigan, dividing Lake Michigan and Lake
Supatior, lles direstly on the land border of
Wisconsin, and ftls an little marked by geo-
graphical Hoes that the actual boundnry of the
two States at this point has long been in dis-
pite. Notwithstanding this geographical prox-
fmity, and ths formier assoolation of the two
States in one territory, and thoir similarity in
Innd and elimate, Wisconsin and Michigan are
divergent Btates in their politics, this State In-
elintng usually to what s conservative, sotid.
geniine, and substantinl, whereas Michigan
s sometimes drawn off to the support of radl-
eal, If not revalutionary politics,

Inthe dnys of greenback excitement and agl-
tation Michigan Inclinod nusially toward the In-
flation slde, swhile Wisconsin sas to be found In
support of hard money. No Iater than the
revent Republican Nationnl Conventlon at St
Louls Michigan was found wavering toward froe
ellver, or some compromiso with that fluancinl
Leresy, while Wiscensin stood sollidly for sound
money. That was on the Repabliean side, and
on the Demogratic slde the lines of difference
weore oqually well marked., At the Convention
to clivose delegates to Chicago, Wisconsin enime
out.  solldly and uwnegonivoeally for sound
money, whereas the Democrats of Mlichlgan
were, many of them, favorable to silver
colnage on the lines of thelr declaration
adopted In the State Conventlon of June 28,
16804, which was “la favor of the free, un-
lmited colnage of sliver, nt a ratio that will
permit the debtors Lo pay their debts upon the
same basla on which they wore contracted.'”
In the Chicago Convention the 28 votesof the
Michigandelegation which was sented were cast
solldly Iin favor of tho (ree-sllverite platform
as ndopted, whisrons the 24 votes of Wisconsin
were cast solldly ngainst it. In the balloting
for the Presldency, on the fifth and declalve
vota thoe ON delepgates of Michigan appeared in
the Iiryan column, while five only of the Wis.
consin delegates were found there, the other 1D
refusing to vole,

Without an understanding of these points of
differetice In the politics of these two nelghlor-
fng Statos no propor view of the situation hsre
can be attained. This situation s wholly fa-
vorable to MeKinley nnd Iobart, All the pres-
ont indleations are that the twelve electoral
vutes nf Wisconsit nre cortaln for these eandl-
dates by o minjority which will probably be In
excess of 40,000 and muy run nearer to U0,000,
It is more of n farming State than Michl-
gan, thero belng 10,000,000 acres of farm lands
in Wisconsin and only 14,000,000 In Michlgun,
though territorially Michlgan is tho larger
State of the two, coverlng L7000 sguare miles,
whereas Wisconsin covers only 54,000, Why,
tlien, I8 not the mgltntion of the agrarinn re-
formers of the Farmers' Alllanee variety more
influentinl inthis State than in its more enst-
ern nelglibor ?

The rule of commerelal 1ifo in Wisconsin his
beon the rule of individuallty for niore thnn
nalf a century; personal effort by each scttler,
small farms, small business vantures, diversi-
fled products, aud a prodent view of mereantile
allnire, In Miclilgan therule ins been consali-
dation, expansiot by comblnations, and the de-
velopment of the State * by wholesale” Asn
result of this, tho materinl wealth of Wiscansin
Is much moroe generally diffusel than (hut of
Mlichigan. There are fewer milllonaires In
this State than in [ta Wolverine nelghtor, but,
on the other hand, there Is loss punury and
destitution here than Is to be found on the other
plde of the great lake. Nearly all the indus-
tries of Michigan, importatit In number andg
extent, the enormous lumber Industry, the lron
mines, tho salt industry, the copper mites, and
the sheep iodustry are in the hands of n few
persons, Michlgan stunds first amone the jron-
producing States, second in the vroduction of
copper, first In the production of salt, nnd very
nenr tho top In the production of wobl,
with $5,600,000 In sheep at the lust com-
putation, or more than Texas and  second
only to Ohle and Callfornin. Thers aro
fow cmployers, and, relatively  w the
number of such, a vast army of employees, In
Wisconsin the number of men who nre * work-
Ing for themselves™ Is very much larger, and
consequontly n larger share of the earnings or
Induastry remaln In the State; butin Micligan
they goout of It, ns is the caso with its rall-
roads, for Instance, few shiares of stock or honds
In Mlehlgan belng owned within 1its borders,
The trunk lines through the Siate are, to o
great oeaxtent, owned by Eoglisbhmen, It 1s not
so Liere In Wisconsin,

Wisconsin wan admitted [nto the Unton in
1848, and at I'realdentinl elections It Lins becn
gonerally found since then in the Hepubllcan
colomnp; uot uniformly, for at the lasy elec-
tiat, that of 18062, [t was earried by the [wemo-
erats. ‘Tho vote was 177,000 for the Cleveland
clectoral ticket and 170,000 for the Harrisun
electoral tleket.  In Milwaukeo the fght was
uncommonly eloge, Mr. Clevaland’s majority be-
{ng only about 300 in & poll of H0,000. Actoally
It wia 274, and there were 607 votes cnst for
Goen, Bidwell, the I'rolilbition nomines, and
1,250 for Gen, Weaver, the P'opullst. Milwan-
koo eounty includes the city of Milwiaukeo ntd
elght small nolgbboring towns, tho voteof which
is not lmportant indepenidentdy, for itls con.
